“While the biggest jobs still re- 
main to be tackled before election 
day,” Mr. Hall said, ‘‘there is every

The goal, according to the univer- 
sity official, is to acquaint every 
eligible voter in the state with the 
provisions of the state colleges ref- 
erendum items and then to make 
sure that the people take the time 
to vote “‘approve” when they get 
inside the voting booths. He asked 
that every URI student urge his or 
her parents, relatives, friends and 
neighbors to support the state col- 
leges on Nov. 6.

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Referendum Effort Underway:

Approval Sought 

One of the questions for which 
voters approval is sought authorizes 
the Board of Trustees of State Col- 
leges to borrow, at no cost to the 
taxpayers, up to $20,000,000 over 
a ten-year period for the construc: 
tion of dormitories, dining halls 
and auxiliary services. The loans 
would be repaid solely from the in- 
come derived from these facilities. 
No state funds are sought under this 
referendum. 

The most immediate use for this 
authorization would be the pro- 
posed addition to the URI Memorial 
Union, which has long been over- 
crowded. Without the Nov. 6 au- 
thorization of the voters, Union 
plans already drawn cannot go out 
to bid.

Opera Players 
To Visit URI 


The Turnau Players will present 
Il Campanello next Tuesday evening 
at 8:15 in Edwards Hall. 

Written by Donizetti in the early 
1800’s, it became a highly success- 
ful opera because of its satirical 
view on the operatic modes of the 
day. 

Opera goers will have an oppor- 
tunity to observe an unusual part- 
nership—opera and pharmacy. 

The opera takes place in an apoth- 
ecary shop of that time, and the 
title, I1 Campanello refers to the 
night bell, which an apothecary of 
that period was bound by law to 
answer. j 

The action concerns Don Anni- 
bale Pistachio, an elderly pharma- 
cist, who has just taken as his 
bride the young and beautiful Sera- 
fina. Enrico, a cousin of Serafina 
who is in love with her—giving 
vent to his youthful jealousy—de- 
cides to frustrate the old man’s at- 
tempts to enjoy his wedding night. 
He appears in various disguises, en- 
gaging and wasting the few preci- 
ous hours left to the old gentleman 
before he must depart at dawn on 
a business trip. 

Within the one act of the opera, 
there is a wealth of musical and 
dramatic characterization. The op- 
era was an immediate success in 
Italy and has been performed in 
many countries of the world. 

Featured on the bill with Il Cam- 
panello is a contemporary opera by 
Leonard Bernstein, entitied Trouble 
an Tahiti. .

Elections to Rhodes Scholarships will be held in all states in December, 1962. Scholars-elect 
will enter Oxford University in October, 1963. 


TO BE ELIGIBLE A CANDIDATE MUST: 


1. Be a male citizen of the United States, with at least five years’ domicile, and unmarried, A 
Rhodes Scholarship is forfeited by marriage after election, or during a Scholar’s first or 
second year of residence. Permission to marry without deprivation of his Scholarship may 
be given by the Rhodes Trustees for a Scholar’s third year.

2. Be between the ages of eighteen and twenty-four on October 1, 1962. 

3. By the time of application have at least Junior Standing at some recognized degree-granting §& 
college or university in the U.S. A.

The qualities which Cecil Rhodes specified in his will as forming the basis of selection are: (1) 
literary and scholastic ability and attainments; (2) qualities of manhood, truthfulness, courage, devo- 
tion to duty, sympathy for and protection of the w 2ak, kindliness, unselfishness, and fellowship; (3) 
exhibition of moral force of character, and of instincts to lead and to take an interest in his fellows; 
(4) physical vigor, as shown by fondness for and success in sports. Some definite quality of distinction, 
whether in intellect or character, is the most important requirement for a Rhodes Scholarship, and it 
is upon this that the selection committees will insist.

.The value of a Rhodes Scholarship is 750 Pounds Sterling per year. Appointment to a Rhodes 
Scholarship is made for two years in the first instance with a pessible third year if the Scholar’s rec- 
ord at Oxford and plan of study warrant such an award. No restriction is placed upon a Rhodes Scho- 
ar’s choice of studies.
